In the days of the May-
Queen's glory in  Kogland her floral ma-
Juesty did not patrticipate in the frivolities
of her joyous subjects, With becoming dig-
nity she sat, half covered with flowers, upon
a flowery throne and beneath a Nowary arbor,
as a simpls oblect of admiration to all the
revollers about her. The only resemblange
of this May-Day cervanony which now prevails
in Eopgland, is the one above referred to, in

some atern moralist of Cromwell's time has
evidently been tampering, s still to be heard
in some of the rural parishes of Kssex and
Hertfordshire, commencing with the following
SLANANS —
sRemember us ‘p(mr Mayers all,
And thus we do begin
To lead our lives in righteousness,
Or else we die in sin,
“Wo have been rambling all this night,
And almost all this day,
And now returned back again,
We have brought you a branch of May.”
In districts where this ballad is now sung on
{he first of May Ly the children, a doll dressed
in white, and styled the “Lady of the May,”’
takes a promivent part in the ceremonies, and
iz supposed to be a relic of those days when it
wis employad on such occasions as 4 represen-
tative of the Virgin Mary.
Another eszential feature of the early May-
day festivities of Eogland was

The May-Pale,

witli which every town and village of any pre-
tensions was invariably and permanently fur-
nished, Its customary height was gqual to
that of the mast of 8 vessel of & hundrad tons, |
Upon this the merry panple on May morning
were aceustomed to hang garlands of flowers,
and then to dance around it almos. the entire |
day. When the May-pole happenad to be
lacking in any neighborhood, the people would
select a tree of proper dimenszions, which, hav-
ing been divested of all its supertluons branches
wias onrried in triumph to the spot selected for
its future station, and thers erected with due
ceremony and rejoivings.

The parish of St. Andrew UUndershaft, in
London, received its name from the celsbrated
May-pole which, in early times, overshadowed
its church spire. Stow relates thatin Lis time
1his pole was erected **every year on May-day
in the morning, in the midst of the street
befora the south door of the chureh, which
ghaft, when it was set on end, and fixed in
the gronnd, was higher than the church
gteeple.” During the remainder of the year
the pole was hung over the doors of the
houses in the neighborhood. Thiz eelebrated
pole was destroyed in a Puritansical fit, as
early as the third year of the reign of Edward
VI, immediately afier a sermon presched at
St. Paul’s Cross, denunciatory of May games
of all sorts. The indignant people of the
parish “sawed it in pieces, averie man taking
for his share as much as had layne over his
doore and stall,” |

In one of the earliest representations of a
May-pole, iI.'LliIlg back to the time of Henry
VIIL it is pictnred as being plauted in a grass-
ecovered mound of earth, with the red-cross
bauner of Bt. George afiixed, togsther with o
white pinion or streamer forked at the end,
and bearing for a motto the words—*“A Merry
Mny."" The shaft of the yole is also orna-
mented with alternate spiral lines of yellow
and blnok, which was freguently the case with
the May-poles of those days. Bometimes the
three colors—rad, white, and blue—were used
in decorating the pole, and access was had to
the wound in which it was planted by several
stone steps. The shaft was, likewise, at times
set off with garlands arranged on hoops, with
small gilded pendants hanging therefrom. In |
a Dutoh picture, of the date of 1625, the pole
is represented as being surmonnted with a
flower-pot, containing A small tree, and an
array of variegated flags, Helow this were
garlands and pendants, as just deseribed.

In early times the diferent parishes of Lon-
don vied earnestly with each other to exesl in
the magnituds mn‘_l decorations of thelr May-
poles,  But the institution was no less ob-
noxions to Paritan eyes than the ceremony of
“bringing in the May," and conseqnently,
when the Roundheads came into power, it was
ordained by the Parliament of 1644 that “All
and singular May-polez that are or shall
erected, shall be taken down," and go s
wis the penalty attached to disobedisnce, that
the command was nuiversally obeyed, I

With the restoration of the Stuarts the do-
minion of the May-pole was resnmed for o
brief period. The most celebrated of all thege
in London was then erected in the Strand
where it remained standing long after all the
others had disappeared. This happened in
tha year 1601, when the tallest of all the old
London May-poles, a stataly cedar, 134 feet in
height, was placsd in the most conspionons
position in the Strand. It was carried to
the spot with great rejoicings, amid
the sonnd of musiy and the roll of drum,;'
and to the accompaniment of fying flags, The
pole was erected by a squad of seamen, de-
tailed for the expresa purpose by the Duke of
York; and among its deserations were three
gilt orowns. In the year 1717, however, it
hiad become s0 ilm.‘ﬂ.}'i"[ ll_\‘ reason of its age
that it was taken down, and the shalt was
purchased by Bir lsaae Newton, and by him
emp']nyed a8 a support Lo the greatwlescops,
124 feet in length, which the French astrono-
mer Hugon had presented to the Royal
Soclety.

Ho great have been the shanges in the ong-
toms and manvers of the Euglish people dur

the rural distriots of our own country, how
ever, it 18 not an uncommon thing to enconnter
i party of young people; of both gexes, pro-
opading to some plessant grove on the 18t of
May, as on an ordinary picnic, and thers per-
forming a mook coronation of one of their
number, of the gentler sex, who recelves the
title of Queen of May, aud sits upon her mimic
throne a8 long a8 shie can restrain her inclina-
tion to engage in the more boisterous sperts
of the day. In some sections, a compauion is
aven selected for her, and likewise erowned in
tinsel ere he takes his place at her gide,

The May-day Festivities of London,
in addition to those already enumerated, are
somewhat peculiar. A procession by the
chiimney-sweeps is still a regular event of the
ovcasion. A small band of men, in fantastic
array, parambulate the strests, acvompanied
by a woman in gandy attire, and a person who
ig goncealed in a4 high frame of branches and
flowers, with a flag unfarled from the top.
This latter individual is known as ‘““Jaok-in-
the-Green,”” Here and there in the course of
their route, the whole party make a halt and
engage in a dance, to the sound of fife and
drum, and then ¢all upon the bystanders for
a fow pennies ag a reward for their violent
exertions. But it is said that even this relic
of the past is going out of dats, and at the
present day usually amounts to but little and
attracts still less attention.

Until within the last fifty years, il was the
enstom of the milkmaids also to engage in a
similar demonstration.

Daring the morning of the first of May, the
dairy-women, in light, fantastic dress, and
with their heads encased in weaths, would
lead through the strests of London aanileh
cow, all garlanded with flowers, around which
they danced to the music of the violin or
clarionet. In former days, a male figure ac-
companied the milkmails, the upper portion
of hiz body being encased in a frame, attached
sur
rounded by flowers. The legs of this curious
fleure were alone visible, and his offorts to
join in the dance, hindered as he was, were
the canse of great merriment on the part of
the spectators, The silver articles, which con-
stitnted the most essential feature in their
performance, were regularly loaned for the
purpose, at so much per hour, by the pawn-
brokers, and frequently one set wonld be

"ealled into requisition by several groups of

milkmaids in the course of the day.
The May-Day Festivities of Scotlamd
are likewise peculiar, as far as they are still
in vogue. They are generally confined to the
simple ceremony, on the part of the young
girls, of proceeding out of doors at an early
houar in the day, for the purpose of washing
their faces with dew. This curious oustom
is quite popular with the lassies of Ldin-
burgh, the favorite spot for the ceramony
being the romantic “‘Arthur’'s Seat.,” On a
fine May morning, it is said that the hills
and valleys surrounding the Scottish ecapital
are thronged with merry troops of girls in
goareh of the dew wherewith to bathe their
rusy cheeks and aparkling vyss.

The Robin Hood Games
were @ distinet ot of sports which were inter-
mingled with the regular May-day festivals of
the fiftsenth and sixteenth centuries, and
were regarded with great favor in thoss timaes,
As their name indicates, they were intended
as a repregentation of the marvellous adven-
tures of the legendary Robin Hood. The
versmonies took place in a large square which
was fenced in with ropes, to avoid the pre-
sence of the crowd of spectators. When
everything was ready, six young men entered
the enclosure. They were attired in leather
jerking, their hands were bound up with gar-
lands of ivy and hawthorn, and on their
shouliders they carried axes in token of their
woodcraft. Following them came six young
village girls, in blne kirtles, their hands gar-
landed with primroses. These last led a sleek
cow, whose horns were tipped with gold, while
she was further ornamented with
colored ribbons and flowers.

Then came six foresters, with hoods, tunics,
and hose of green, each carryving a bugle,
attached to a silken baldrick, which he
sounded ns he entered the Open B(uare, Next
in order followed the personation of Robin
Hood himself, His tunic was of a dazzling
green, and fringed with gold; his hose and
hood presented an intermixture of white and
blne: on his head he bore o large wreath of
rosebnds, in Lis hawd a bow already bent, in
his girdle an assortment of arrows, at his side
n bogle-horn, a dagger, and a sword, all richly
vmboes=ed with g‘_lﬂu‘. The hero of the lli\_\' Wwas
attended on one hand by “Little John, ' on

the other by “Will Stukely,” and in the |
raar by (en other of his donchiy and reckless |

followers, all habited in green and I-ru\'iri---l
with bows aud an abundance of arrows,

.l.l.l.hl as the May-pole passed the barrier the
foresters gave a trump upon their horns, and
the attendant crowd of spectators sél nppa
shout, Whick they zealously maintained until
the cause of all this uproar had reached the
precisd spot “:1 which it was to be permanently
stationad. W hile 1le pPreparations for raising
the lf“l" wire being made, the villagers were
permitted to approach for thy purpose of deco-
rating it as their fancy wompted, and this
being completed, the t‘llldlu!l]l‘uwn.:i cloared
and the May-pole elevated, amid the Iiual.'L-
ghontings of the 8pectators, Then the wundma{l
and the milkmaids daneed about the pole. to
the aceompuuiment of the bagpipos tal'm:‘
after which the ‘‘Hobby-horse" and (he
"Dragon'’ performed their appropriate autios
“Truck, the Miller’s Son,” danding around
and about them, and casting handfoly of meal
Into the eyes of awestruck rustios, or bLatter-
log them upon the heads with his inflated
pladder.

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tained a surfeit of such ridieulous perforia-
anoes, *Robin Hood'" and his archers engaged
in a friendly rivalry with bow and arrow, the
viotdr being crowned, as his roward, with a
wreath of fu“rp! and varlong.colored ribbons,
while to the one who made the next best ghot
was given a gatland of ivy.

These Tobin-Hood games of the Firat of
May wero not restricted to England, but were
equally popular in Seotland, more espectally
i the neighborhood of Edinburgh. Here
thev were interminglod with the performances
of the “Queen of May' and the “Abbot of
Unreazon,” or ““Lord of Misrnle.' The
Soots entered zealously into all these May-day
festivities until the Reformation, when they
were put an end to by o stringent act of Par-
linment,

The May-Day Festivities aof France,
in many particulars, resemble those already
desoribed as pertaining to different sections of
Great Britain.  This was particularly the oase
with the enthropement of the May Queen, a
ceremony which has not yet become obsolete
in the former conutry, Previons to the Revo-
tution it was also the custom to oelabrate the
return of May with a contest for the golden
violet, between the successors of Abelard and
William of Guienne, These exhibitions origi-
nated at Tenlouse, in the vear 1324, when all
the Troubadours of Provence asspmbled there
and contested for prizes in political composi-
tions. So much profit resulted to the
good people of Tounlouse, by reason of the im
mense thronmgs of spectators, that the Jewr
Floraus, as they were styled, wers, for a long
time, conducted at their expense. In 1540, a4
woalthy lady of rank bequeathed the greater
part of her fortune for continuing them, by
providing different prizes, in the 51:3{31! of
flowers in gold and silver, of varying design
and value; and in 1694 Louiz XIV himself
gave them the encouragement of his counte-
nance, by causing an academy of forty mem-
bers, in imitation of the Acadimie f‘)’r‘m{rdi_-u-,
to be elected, to superintend the contest and
decide npon the distribution of the rewards.
